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Man is the highest being in the whole creation. He has 
been in quest of Dharma (Righteous duty) artha (wealth) 
Kama (desire) Moksha (salvation). Ultimately his efforts are 
confined to the achivement of Moksha. 


“Avyakthatiu parah purusho vyapake lingam evacha, 
vagnathva muchyatay janiura  mruthithuamcha 
gachchatht”’ 

. (Katho Up: 2-6-8) 

Higher than the unmanifested is the purusha (soul) 

which is all pervading and without cause. Knowing this, 
one gets liberated and gains immortality.

_ heart, then the mortal becomes immortal, then he obtains 
here Brahman.

When all the bonds of the heart are broken in this life, 
then the mortal becomes immortal, this alone is the instruc- 
tion (of all the Vedas). 


This is the ideal and goal of man according to our 
Upanishads. But man has desisted from pursuing this quest 
thinking it was an impossible task. The learned people 
twisted their meaning accordingly and diverted the attention 
of the seekers from the direct path. However man has left 
no stone unturned to achieve immortality. 


Man has been attempting to establish justice, Dharma 
(duty) and truth. To these some other desires are linked as 
if their natural concommitants. He longs always for the 
removal of disease, decay and death, and the achievement of 
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peace, plenty, permanance and perfection. The attainment 
of these alone contribute to the fullness of the life of man 
on this planet. He has made several attempts to attain 
these objects. But none of his attempts has earned the 
desired success with the result that his life has been in eternal 
want. His attempts failed even though he exerted to the 
best of his ability. None has born to achieve the grand ideal 
of man from time immemorial. Yet he knows the quality 
of Brahman and believes that Brahman is all-pervading. All 
that is unmanifested is Nirguna Brahman and everything 
that is manifested is Saguna Brahman, The whole Brah- 
mandom is the creation of Brahmam. Brahmam is endless. 


“Om poorna mathah poorna mitham poornath poornam 
hudachyathay, Pooranasya Poornamadaya poorna 
meva vasishyathay” 

(Bh. Up: 5-1-1} 

Infinite is that, Infinite is this. From the Infinite one 

proceeds the infinite one. On taking the infinite of the 
infinite one, there is left infinity. 


The quality of Brahman is inherent in man. Yet he 
has not attained the fullness of Life. The ideal of man is to 
realise the quality of Brahman existing in all the things of 
creation including himself. Death appears to be an - 
unavoidable state of existence (physical). There seems 
no means of destroying death. 

“Mrutyorma Amrutham gamaya” (Bh. Up. r—3—1928) 


’ ‘From death lead me to immortality’. In Corin- 
thians (t. 15-26.) We find “That the last enemy that 
shall be destroyed is death”. 


“Tamevam Vidwan amuruth iha bhavathi Nanayaha 
pandha ayanaya Vidyathe.” 


‘“‘Immortality is attainable here only. There is no 
other path.” The pandits so knewing interpreted it ina 
different manner and diverted the attention of the seeker 
into the wrong direction. They have gone even further to 
blame them as blasphemers. The progress of knowledge in 
this direction was consequently impeded. 


Decay is a detect of creation-it is in the nature of the 
matter. The creator has therefore to rectify this defect. As 
the creator himself is all wise he alone can remove disease, 
decay, death, misery, poverty, inequality and other. defects 


in creation. Others cannot do it. The grace of such a 
divine being is essential for the purpose of effecting a change 
in the nature of creation. This is the supreme task of the 
creator. 

There are many teachers in this world. Every religion 
boasts of teachers. These excellent teachers have attained 
efficiency only to a certain degree. No teacher has hitherto 
promised Brahmadarsan to his pupil. The pupil would be 
told that his development would be in consonance with his 
past Karma. (action). No one has hitherto boldly stated 
that he would take upon himself the Karma of his pupil, nay 
that of the whole world, rectify his pupil and the humanity 
If the progress of the pupil is dependent on his past 
Karma, then one wonders what the intriusic value of the 
teacher’s initiation is. The Karma is self-created and is the 
outcome of different births. It is bound to disappear natu- 
rally in course of time. Also no one has hitherto stipulated 
that he would make his pupil as great as himself. It is no 
wonder that no one has hitherto said that he would make 
his pupil one greater than himself. There seems to be no 
teacher who has reached this stage of development. 


“ Pranatha nija janan swatma thulyam Durothi Druva 
Nasi”’ 


“It is the true world teacher that will have the 
capacity to make his pupil as great as himself. He wi!l not 
be acommon man. He must be a parama purusha-(divine 
being). Jtis very hard to obtain such a teacher. Such 
world teachers are born once in a yuga when a change in 
the nature of creation has to take place.”’ 

On the banks ofthe sacred Kaveri river, was born at 
Kumbakonam a jagatguru (world teacher) of this type. He 
spent his boyhood in Srirangam. After sometime he 
returned to his birth place. There he established ‘‘ Briktha 
Rahiia Taraka Raja Yogam” in the 42nd year of his life 
(May 10). The purpose of this Yoga is to reveal the inner 
involved energy inthe body and to enable human being 
through its help to become eternal entities enjoving Brahma- 
nandam, and to inject into the centre of creation a new 
principal for the removal of disease, decay and death. The 
purpose is to alter. the character of changing matter into a 
changeless one and invest mankind with eternal bliss and to 
cause perpetual flow of the everlasting life (prana). It enables 
us to have Brahmadarshan within us in the wak'ng state. 
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It appears that such an opportunity occured in the 
cosmos in 1910 (Kali 5or1). It is the moment when Halley’s 
comet appeared in our heavens. The opportunity to establish 
a new centre in man for the first Time occured then. It isa 
direct method in the plan of creation. Certain methods for 
the spiritual development of man were made available at 
that time. Any one is free to utilise these methods. They 
enable him to achieve fullness of life. He can even become 
the source of that full-life. This is the unbounded grace of 
the great one (Paramathma). It is not a thing which can be 
easily attained by man. This energy entered the centre of 
creation at the self-appointed time. Those who wish to join 
this yoga hereafter will be attracted to it by their own 
intrinsic merit and they become new centres of attraction 
for others. This new energy is capable of spreading to the 
whole mankind. Man will benefit by the new life Ray and 
become immortal. The Yoga completion and fufilment may 
be expected in the near future. 


Before giving details of the New yoga, we shall give 
some account of the master ofthe Yoga. It is undoubtedly 
the creator himself that has started this Yoga. The 
renowned nadi writer-Satyachar has described him in 
eloquent terms. He is equal toa Brahma avatar. He is 
beyond decay and death and is proof to fire. The Yoga is 
all his owns» He is the Virat purusha. He is beyond plane- 
tary control. The nadi writer then gives the (sayana) 
planetary positions of the great Brahma yogi. He was born 
in Kali yuga. The ascendant is libra. Sukra and Budha 
occupy the tenth house, Guru the seventh, sari in the 
second Ravi and Rahu in the eleventh; Kuja in the ninth 
house and Chandra in the fifth house. This corresponds to 
Tuesday the 4th August 1868. 


Briktha Yoga is a new method for enriching the 
spiritual power of man. This should not be compared either 
to the Nirvana of Budha orto the old moksha of other 
yogas. Budha’s Nirvana has no relation to the physical 
plane of existence (body). Moksha is ordinarily understood 
as being unconnected with physical body. The Briktha 
Yoga is primarily concerned with the physical entity. By 
physical body we mean not the body of flesh and blood but 
a new kind of physical body for all practical purposes. Itis 
a new body built of the elements of the old body 
by the energy of the Briktha yoga. It is surmised 
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it will be a body built of very fineatoms of the elements 
a celestial or spiritual body. In the Corinthians (15 : 40) it 
is described thus :-— 


“There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial : 
but the glory of the celestial is one and glory of the terrist- 
rial is another.’ : 


“Tt is sown anatural body; it is raised a spiritual 
body ” 


(Cor 1. 15: 44) 


“‘ The first man is of the earth, the second man is Lord 
from heaven ’’, 


(Cor: 1. 15: 47) 


‘*And as we have borne the image of the earthy, we 
shall also bear the image of the heavenly ’’. 


(Cor :1. 15 : 49) 


Whosoever has a body which is vreof to disease, decay 
and death, shall be called a “jivanmuktha”’. This state 
cannot be attained by sanyasa asramam (Renunciation of the 
world.) This isan ideal which has to be attained: through 
married life. It has to be achieved in this physical world 
and in this life. The great Rishi-Kaka Bhujandar has sung 
that ‘‘ Moksha” means having permanent existence in this 
world. If the body is destroyed there will be neither yoga 
nor wisdom. ‘“O! God there is a body which does not 
decay-kindly show the path to attain such a body”. So 
have the siddhas of old waited in vain. It may be said 
no one has yet attained Brahmam. The ideal of this yoga 
is to attain Brahmahood by realising the nature of Brahmam. 
This is ordinarily beyond physical consciousness. The 
human body is a kin to the nature of physical matter. We 
therefore hear that yoga has hitherto attained such power 
only in the state of samadhi. The physical body is not fit 
enough to realise Brahmanandam and lapses to an uncons- 
cious state. This defect is attributable to the humam 
physical body. This state may be called the samadhi state 
of ecstasy. The samadhi state is not helpful to the attain- 
ment of knowledge in the physical conscious state. Some 
old methods of yoga are directly harmful to the physical 
system. Some others do not care for the physical system at 
al]. Others opine such knowledge could be obtained external 
to the system. Not only do they neglect the physical 
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system but ate oblivous to the structure and usefulness of 
the physical body. The knowledge obtained in samadhi 
lacks clarity. It resembles the knowledge obtained in dream 
state. Though the interval between. samadhi and the 
subsequent conscious state is very small, it is tainted with 
this defect. As there is no co-ordination of the knowledge 
in all the planes, there is no simultaneity. This defect 
attaches to all the old methods of yoga. Though this defect 
may not be attributable to the methods of yoga, yet it may 
-be said to be due to the physical body. For these methods 
were devised in view of our physical systems. The physical 
body is the cause of this defect. The limited capacity of the 
physical body is the cause for our defective knowledge and 
short life. The new scheme of yoga is to endow us with an 
eternal cage and all-sided consciousness in the physical 
plane. This is the first attempt by the highest. This may 
be termed as a new principal of creation. It will now be 
clear why the creator (origin) only should undertake such a 
great task, It willbe plain why the great spiritual men 
hitherto were unable to undertake this kind of work. It 
may be said that the highest, entered the body of man and 
is trying to effect the necessary changes therein. 


The new scheme may be estimated in different ways. 
Those who are acquainted with yoga sastra. will be familiar 
with ‘ Kundalini.’ There is no yoga extent worth the name 
which is not based on ‘Kundalini’. Still wedo not find 
treatises which deal with the nature and power of ‘ Kunda- 
lini’. There are no books which treat of its quality, power, 
situation, and future state. It is easy to put questions but 
it is difficult toanswer. We shall mention here some of its 
primary qualities. ‘Kundalini’ is the origin of all creation. 
It manifests divers kinds of energy. It will not reveal its 
true nature. Nor is it obliged to reveal it. It shows some 
effects through external pressure but they are erratic and 
planiess. ‘ Kundalini’ will not honour our desires and ideals. 
Man is a plaything of the Kundalini. Taking the cosmos as 
the creation of the ‘ Kundalini’ we can gauge it power. 
This power isinvolved in the Kundalini. This power is not 
revealed except under the bidding of the origin. It will not 
be effected by any externalforce. It is meaningless to say 
that such a power has been controlled by any yogi to obtain 
the divine knowledge. Man is reallya subject of the Kunda- 
lini power. The effect of this yoga is to kindle the 
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Kundalini energy locked in safety since time immemorial 
and drive it to the true centre transforming man into an 
independent and self sustaining entity- It may be likened 
toa sanctum sanetoris which is vacant and ready to receive 
the Lord. This is one function of the new yoga in the fresh 
scheme of creation. Viewed in this light the present human 
beings are transient and centreless entities. Man will here- 
after be transformed into a being with a true centre. He 
will be no more a toy of his Kundalini. This is the new 
direct methcd. 


Till now man’s Kundalini possessed an imperfect capa- 
city. It will henceforth develop and evince a full innate 
capacity in course of time. The present human bodies are 
limited and determined by the structure and quality of 
matter (prakruti). The several planes may be said to result 
from the absence of true or correct centres. The 
lack of right knowledge will be removed only after 
the working of the New Ray of the eternal life. Our 
Kundalinis. are at present parts of the original 
Kudalini. The new yoga will co-ordinate the differences 
and make it a unified Kundalini, All the different beings 
will thus have one unified capacity of blending the knowl- 
edge of the seven planes in one plane-the eighth one 
(physical). This is the effect of the New Ray of Life injected 
into the initiate at the time of initiation. This is the 
entry of the (paramanv) into the physical matter (prakruti). 
The new life-Ray enters the human system from the 
moment of initiation. The completion will be after it has 
fully entered the system. 


Practice means the filling up of the system with the 
New life Ray. The practice names consist of certain code 
words. These courses were revealed to the Master for the 
benefit of the world. The yoga school trains mankind 
in the New Line. It isthe centre for ending the combat bet- 
ween prakruti and purusha (matter and spirit). The non- 
decaying principle should be made to pervade the creation. 
The New Yoga abhors penance or ritual of any kind. It 
does not tolerate any effort at concentration. Yoga asanas 
(postures), Prana yaman (Breathing Excercise), wine and 
meat are prohibited. The chief aim of the yogais to remove 
want, disease, decay, death and other miseries that flesh is 
heir to. Mukthi (Liberation) is thus to obtain eternity. Such 
a mukthi is not confined to the yogi himself. This yogi 
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will have the power to attract others into his fold. 
Brahmatatvam (Energy of Brahma) as it is, will pervade the 
whole material universe. The effect of the mukthi is 
universal. Renunciation, is against human nature. It is not 
a natural asramam (order) for spiritual development. 


The Yoga practices were given in words (sound form). 
It may not be necessary for the new-comers to do all those 
courses. Just as after arailway track has been laid up it is 
not necessary once again to lay a new track and the vans 
may move along the tracks already opened or after broad- 
casting and receiving stations are opened, it is unnecessary 
to erect them once again, so also it is unnecessary for the 
novices to do all the old courses. But he would be attrac- 
ted to the new centre of Yoga. Then the New Life Ray 
will enter hissystem. It is enough if one knows the jiva 
maniva or the main course. The daily practice of the man- 
tra will enable one to attain Kaivalyam. But perpetual 
uttering of the course is prohibited. 


The yoga does not attempt to take the jivatma to the 
abode of paramatma situated somewhere. The energy of 
paramatma is made to fill in the jivatma. The Kshara- 
prakriti (perishable matter) is transformed (into akshara 
prakriti (non-decaying matter). The paramatma will enter 
the jivatma endowing it with Brahma jnanam (Divine Know- 
ledge). Man becomes a self realised being. This self-know- 
ledge enables us to break the bonds of Karma so called. 
Man realises peace, eternity, fullnees. independence and 
becomes a Brahma Tulya (Equal to Brahman). This free- 
dom will help us to live independently of all external objects. 
Man becomes a jivan muktha by realising this Brahma 
sakthi. 

“He whose self is harmonized by yoga seeth oneself 
abiding in all being and all beings in the self; every where 
he sees the same”’ (Sir Radhakrishna‘s translation).
